HUNGRY COMMUNISTS REPORTEDLY AVOIDING COMBAT 

INTELLIGENCE REPORTS Wednesday said 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong troops, suffering food 
shortages in some areas, are avoiding combat through¬ 
out South Vietnam and plan no major attacks “in the 
rear future." Allied officials said the level of fighting 
had dropped to that of early September during a three, 
day cease-fire proclaimed by the Viet Cong to pay hom¬ 
age to the late North Vietnamese President Ho Chi 
Minh. In one of the few actions reported Wednesday, 
the U.S. command said American gunners knocked out 
a North Vietnamese machine gun nest in the Demili¬ 
tarized Zone and wrecked 10 bunkers Tuesday after a 
U.S. reconnaisance plane was fired on. 

MAO 'IN EXCELLENT HEALTH,' COMMUNIST CHINA TELLS WORLD 

COMMUNIST CHINA told the world Wednesday 
that Mao Tse tung is “in excellent health." Charges that 
the United States and Soviet Russia were conspiring to 
commit nuclear blackmail dominated Peking's 20th an- 
nlversary celebration. Radio Peking, reporting Maos 
first appearance in public in almost 5 months, said he at¬ 
tended a mammoth rally in the Gate of Heavenly Peace 
Square, moved actively about on the reviewing stand 
and waved repeatedly to a cheering throng of more 
than 100,000 people. 

ISRAELI JETS ATTACK EGYPTIAN POSITIONS ALONG SUEZ FRONT 

ISRAELI air force planes attacked Egyptian mili¬ 
tary positions along the Suez front shortly before mid¬ 
night Tuesday and again Wednesday afternoon, spokes¬ 
men in Tel Aviv reported. Israeli and Jordanian troops 
exchanged fire across the cease-fire line. There was no 
immediate confirmation from Egypt on the reported air 
raids, the latest in almost daily attacks over the past 
three weeks. 


Incinerator 
Has Election 
Sparks Flying 

Mayor Monte G. Kashas 

and Representative Irving 
Fishman, opponents in New¬ 
ton’s mayoralty election cam¬ 
paign, clashed yesterday over 
the city’s incinerator. 

Fishman termed the In¬ 
cinerator a "$2 million le¬ 
mon." He declared that the 
"design of the new Incinera¬ 
tor was an experimental 
one; there are very few like 
it in the country." 

"Did the present city gov¬ 
ernment, which allowed it to 
to be built in 1964 and operat¬ 
ed in 1966, understand the 
risks of such an experiment?” 
demanded Fishman. 

Kashas replied that Fishman 
was mistaken in his critical 
statement. Mayor Basbas said 
his administration had nothing 
whatever to do with building 
or designing the incinerator, 
that this was done during the 
administration of former May¬ 
or Donald L. Gibbs." 

"In all fairness.” Basbns 
declared, "breakdowns In a 
facility such as the city’s 
incinerator are Inevitable. 

“However, the facts are that 
the incinerator was designed 
and built under former May¬ 
or Gibbs and its construction

Plan Off The Ground After Three Yeari 


20-2 Vote By Aldermen OKs 
$2.3 Million Urban Renewal 


After three years of plan¬ 
ning and debate, it now ap¬ 
pears that urban renewal in 
Newton will get off the 
ground. 

On Monday night the 
Board of Aldermen, by a 20- 
2 vote, approved Hie Newton 
Redevelopment Authority's 
plan for a $2.3 million 


federally assisted urban 
renewal project in Newton 
Lower Falls. 

Along with the plan, city 
fathers unanimously approved 
a resolution submitted by 
Alderman Franklin N. 
Flaschner which empowers 
the Board of Aldermen to ap¬ 
propriate money to augment a 


financial award to an owner 
or tenant which is the 
maximum allowed by the 
federal government, but is felt 
by the board to be unfair or to 
create undue hardship. 

This unique resolution 
.was designed to diminish 
what Flaschner termed 
"the very real and 
understandable fears” of 
the property owners and 
tenants who will lie affected 
by the urban renewal pro¬ 
ject. 

Flaschner made It elear 

that the terms of the resolu¬ 
tion do not apply to com¬ 
mercial properties or to 
absentee owners but only to 
owner occupants and tenants. 

Acting City Solicitor Charles 
Morang, in response to a 
question from Alderman H. 
James Shea Jr., said he has 
not yet completed a study to 
determine the legality of the 


resolution - that is whether the relocation of 25 tenant 
the board actually has the families, seven owner oc- 
power to do what Flaschner’s cupants of single family 
resolution asks. homes and 20 businesses. 


Also approved by the 
board were adinendnients in¬ 
suring provision of suf¬ 
ficient adequate relocation 
housing in the project area 
before any residents are 
forred to move from their 
present homes. 

Renewal plans call for the 

widening of Washington St. 
with a median strip running 
down the center; construction 
of from 60 to 75 garden apart¬ 
ment units, the majority of 
which will be for families of 
low or moderate income; and 
construction of some com¬ 
mercial property. Twenty 
apartments will be reserved 
for the elderly. 

The plan requires the 

removal of 27 structures and 


According to Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority Chairman 
Mario DiCarlo, the Authority 
has set aside ten house lots 
in the adjacent state aided 
portion of the Lower Falls 
project with preference to be 
given to the owners and ten¬ 
ants to be relocated from the 
project area. 

First preference In the 
new apartments to be built 
will be given to those 
families and individuals who 
are residing in the area at 
the time the project is ap¬ 
proved by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development, DiCarlo said.

TOP OFFICERS INDIRECTLY ACCUSED OF SHARING ARMY RAKEOFF 

A GENERAL, his chief of staff and the Army’s 
former top-ranking sergeant were indirectly accused 
Wednesday of sharing in a $5,000 to $7,000 rakeoff from 
. rigged service club shot machines. The general, Maj. 
Gen. William A. Cunningham III, now retired, denied it. 
In an interview, he called the allegation "completely pre¬ 
posterous," and offered to rebut it in public testimony. 
A Senate subcommittee investigating alleged Army serv¬ 
ice club rakeoffs, kickbacks and other shenanigans on 
three continents also heard Wednesday a threat to tor¬ 
ture or kill informants, of bribes offered and taken, and 
of a lavish night on the town in Munich paid for with a 
wad of $20 bills from a service club safe. 

GREEN BERETS DENY KILLING OF AGENT EVER HAPPENED 

DENYING that the killing of a Vietnamese double 
agent ever happened at all, Col. Robert B. Rheault and 
six other men involved in the Green Beret case flew 
home from Vietnam Wednsday. Rheault and all but one 
of the eight Green Berets against whom murder charges 
were brought, then dropped, arrived by chartered air- 
ljper at Travis AFB, Calif., early Wednesday. Col. 
Rheault flew to Boston to join his family. He pointed 
out that a body had never been found. Then, asked 
pointblank, if he was saying it never happened, he said: 
"That's light." The Army Monday dropped all charges 
against the eight officers and noncoms because the 
Central Intelligence Agency would not allow its agents 
to testify at their court-martial. The White House said 
Wednesday that President Nixon had seen and approved 
the CIA decision. 

WISCONSIN PRIEST ARRESTED AMID CAMPUS SANCTUARY 

THE REV. James E. Groppi, leader of disruptive 
welfare demonstrations at Madison, Wisconsin, was ar¬ 
rested Wednesday in a church on the University of Wis¬ 
consin campus where he had sought sanctuary. Groppi 
was seized at mid afternoon as an estimated 1,500 dem¬ 
onstrators milled around the capitol, which was ringed 
by National Guardsmen. Authorities said four demon¬ 
strators were arrested outside the capitol. Fr. Groppi 
surrendered meekly to Dane County Sheriff Vernon 
Leslie and Inspector Herman Thomas of the Madison 
Police Department. The Milwaukee clergyman, who has 
been at the forefront of much of the city's civil rights 
activities, had sought refuge in the church shortly be¬ 
fore 10 a.m.

ASSIST. COACH AT BOSTON ENGLISH BEATEN IN BLOODY MELEE 

AN ASSISTANT football coach at Boston English 
High School was beaten on the head with a large stick 
Wednesday in a bloody melee between students and 
militant demonstrators led by a splinter group of Stu- 
ents for a Democratic Society. About 15 students were 
less seriously injured when about 25 of the militants 
marched up to the school shouting SDS slogans. Some 
students were thrown down the school steps, according 
to officials. One of the demonstrators was Eric Mann, 
28, a leader of the SDS splinter group, Revolutionary 
Youth Movement No. 1. Mann was charged with assault 
and battery in connection with another incident at Har¬ 
vard University last Thursday. Patrick J. King. 40, a 
physical education teacher and assistant coach, was 
struck while trying to help one of the students on his 
football team who Was accosted by the militants as he 
walked up the school steps: King was taken to Beth 
Israel Hospital. 

DEMOCRATS HAIL HARRINGTON’S SIXTH DIST. VICTORY 

DEMOCRATIC congressional leaders Wednesday 
congratulated their newest colleague, Rep. elect Michael 
J. Harrington of Massachusetts’ 6th Congressional Dis- 
trict, "stunning victory," oemmented House Speaker 
John McCormack. "Overwhelming," added Rep. James 
A. Burke. “No comment," said White House Press Sec¬ 
retary Ronald Ziegler, when asked if President Nixon 
saw any significance in Harrington's victory over Re¬ 
publican state Sen. William L. Saltonstall, son of retired 
GOP Sen. Leverett Saltonstall. The Democrats had 
reason to cheer. It was the first time a Democrat was 
elected to Congress from the 6th District in 157 years. 
The final tally gave Harrington 72,030 votes to 65,453 
for Saltonstall.

Editorial . . . 

TV And Violence 

The National Commission on the Causes and Pre¬ 
vention of Violence issued a long-awaited report last 
week in which it found that violence on television en¬ 
courages violence in the streets. 

The report was issued the same day three bank 
robbers in Cincinnati shot and killed four women in 
cold blood in a holdup that netted only $275—four 
murders at $68.75 apiece. God and the murderers only 
know' why the four innocent women were herded into a 
bac.k room of the bank and executed without mercy. 

*t was a horrendous crime, one of the worst of its 
kind sine* the days of John Dillenger, but it evoked 
little public outcry. In pre-TV days, the story of the 
crime would have been Page 1 material for days. But, 
except for the Cincinnati area, the nation's press quick¬ 
ly dropped it. 

The reason is simple—violent crime no longer sells 
newspapers. Editors have found that the public has 
become inured to crime and violence "because they’ve 
seen so much of it on television.’’ 

The commission probing violence was set up by 
President Johnson after the assassination of Sen. Rob¬ 
ert F. Kennedy. Its duties were extended by President 
Nixon. It is headed by Dr. Milton S. Eisenhower, presi¬ 
dent-emeritus of Johns Hopkins University. 

The Eisenhower commission charges that "vio¬ 
lence on television encourages violent forms of behavior 
and fosters moral and social values about violence in 
daily life which are unacceptable in a civilized society." 
It adds: “The image of the adult workl which most chil 
dren get from television drama is by and large an un¬ 
wholesome one.” 

Three men in their twenties are under arrest in 
Cincinnati in connection with the bank murders. The 
three men have been exposed to television all of their 
lives, both in childhood and as adults. Did some tele¬ 
vision show containing the theme “dead witnesses 
can’t talk” motivate the callous slaughter of the four 
women ? 

We cannot say. Neither, perhaps, could a panel of 
psychiatrists or sociologists. The likelihood is, how¬ 
ever, that there was some sort of influence or associa¬ 
tion of ideas. 

It is patently ridiculous to think that violence can 
be eliminated in the conduct of man. It never has been 
and it never will be, but it can be suppressed in the 
minds of youth. 

As Dr. Eisenhower's commission points out, a 
good start toward creating a healthy social attitude on 
the part of youth could be engendered by the television 
networks by an overall reduction in programs contain¬ 
ing violence. 

mong other suggestions, the commission recom- 
meiius that violence be eliminated from children's car¬ 
toons and westerns and that adventure programs con 
taining large doses of violence be scheduled only in late 
night hours. 

In fairness, the commission noted that the current 
network’s schedules ‘‘seem to indicate the beginning of 
a favorable trend ...” 

It is to be hoped the trend continues. 

A Medal For Mr. Griffith 

The Martin Luther King Jr. Middle School in Bos¬ 
ton, which was the scene of strife for days on end last 
year, is functioning this year without dissent. The chil¬ 
dren are going to school and are receiving an educa¬ 
tion without inteiTuption. 

The question is: Why are things different this 
year? One writer suggests that part of the answer 
probably is the hiring of a black principal. 

The man is Rollins Griffith, a highly qualified 
black educator who took over the reins in September. 
He is of the opinion that part of his success is due to 
the fact ‘‘I haver’t experienced any pressure from any 
group that I know of, and I think that’s a positive 
sign.” 

He said that the response from parents has been 
‘‘exceptionally good,” and the reason for this, he be¬ 
lieves, is the closing of the communication gap between 
home and school. 

Griffith also said something else which we find of 
extreme significance. In fact, it is the one thing which 
we feel has been missing in the so-called "troublesome” 
schools. 

What this wise black educator has done at the 
King Middle School is impose rigid rules of discipline. 

‘‘We need a certain measure of control,” he said. 
‘‘We’re trying to get the youngster to the point where 
he understands that school is a place of learning, not 
a place for playing or walking in and out whenever 
they’re ready.” 

If more educators, especially in the so-called “high¬ 
er institutions of learning,” would take a page from 
Mr. Griffith’s book, we feel much of the strife in the 
nation’s schools would be eliminated.

Incinerator Problems Arid To Renewal Plan

Recently the Mass. State 
| Department of Health re¬ 
quested the Attorney General 
to take appropriate action 
agalns the City of Newton 
for continuing violations of an 
j order of the Department 
against the Municipal Incin¬ 
erator located on Rumford 
Ave., Newton, of Nov. 12, 1 
1968, to stop violating the 
Department's rules and regu-j 
lations to prevent pollution of j 
the atmosphere. 

The violations were said by 
the Department to result, ap-| 
parently, from improper oper¬ 
ation of anti polluUon devices 
at the incinerator facilities. 
The Department had received 
many complaints from individ¬ 
uals, and a petition with 20 
names, protesting fly ash and 
soot coming from the Newton 
incinerator smokestack. 

In response to a threatened 
picket march on the Newton 
incinerator by residents of the 
South Side of Waltham in Au¬ 
gust, a resolution was filed 
with the Mayor of Waltham 
and approved by the City 
Council, which could have led 
to legal action by the City of 
Waltham against Newton. 

The sum of $74,000 was ap 
propriated by Newton last 
May for the repair of the 
chronically crumbling walls of 
the $2 million facility. At the 
same time, $12,000 was ap¬ 
propriated for the solution of 
continuing maintenance prob¬ 
lems. It was estimated, appar¬ 
ently mistakenly, that the re¬ 
pairs would be completed by 
September.

have been avoided at all costs. 

“By appending the specific 
condition of guaranteed prior 
relocation to all displaced per¬ 
sons, the Board of Aldermen 
would be going a long way 
toward “humanizing'' this pro¬ 
gram, and I urge you to do so.

I hope others have also been 
shocked to see how much of 
the former beautiful Norum- 
bega Pork woodland has been 
converted to a black top park¬ 
ing lot, some of it with a river 
view.

This sort of thing apparently will be allowed to 
continue until some innocent is killed or seriously in¬ 
jured. Then there will be a hasty appraisal of what 
should have been done. 

Fifteen punks and hoodlums described in the news¬ 
papers as “young people,” including at least three girls 
and one high school student, invaded the Center for In¬ 
ternational Affairs at Harvard, broke up a seminar 
and beat up six staff members, inflicting a wound on 
one which necessitated six stitches. 

Some 25 occupants of the building were forced to 
leave it. The three girls went oqtside and threw rocks 
at the windows, breaking 12 panes of glass and the 
plate glass in the main door. 

Several of the intruders were identified from 
photographs within a short period of time. Some 
were found to be Harvard students. Several had no 
connection with Harvard. 

On the following day more than 100 young men 
and women, supposedly but not necessarily all stu¬ 
dents, invaded the office of the Harvard dean and de¬ 
manded that Harvard not participate in the Cambridge 
Project. 

This was done by peaceful means, but it probably 
was the forerunner of more trouble to come. 

While Harvard eventually will get around to pun¬ 
ishing those students who participated in beating up 
the six staff members at the International Affairs 
Center, it has not been in any great rush to do so. 

The unseemly reluctance to take appropriate 
action after a display of violence, in which per¬ 
sons were attacked and beaten up, apparently re¬ 
sulted from the criticism which erupted in some 
quarters earlier this year after Harvard authori¬ 
ties summoned police to remove and arrest stu¬ 
dents who had taken over the college administra¬ 
tion building. 

It seemed at the time that Harvard did the only 
thing it could do, but some of the bleeding hearts and 
ultra-liberals among the Harvard faculty members 
didn’t think so. 

In fact, there have been recent reports that one 
politically prominent Harvard professor will ask for 
a vote of no confidence by the faculty members against 
Harvard President Nathan Pusey because of that epi¬ 
sode. 

As a result, Harvard has gone slow in prosecuting 
the young punks who broke up a seminar, strong-arm 
ed other students out of a building and physically beat 
up six staff members 

If that doesn’t call for swift arrest and prosecution 
in court rather than study by a committee, then what 
rights do other students have when they’re studying 
or attending classes at Harvard ? 

If non-students had done the same thing at an 
industrial p lant. they would have been arrested, 
prosecuted in court and sent to jail, as well they 
should be. 

Finally, if student demonstrators are allowed to 
do what strong-arm student hoodlums did at Harvard’s 
Center for International Affairs, it will not be long be¬ 
fore matters get completely out of hand on college; 
campuses. 

A killing should not be necessary to awaken uni¬ 
versity authorities to the realization that laws are 
meant for college students as well as other folk.

If that appraisal is an accurate one, it would indi 
cate that Mr. Sargent is in pretty good political field 
position for the gubernatorial battle in which he will 
be a combatant a year from now. 

The returns compiled from a poll made to ascer¬ 
tain how the people feel about the way Governor Sar¬ 
gent is doing his job may not be meaningful in 1970. 

For instance, one survey reported that two- 
thirds of the Democrats in Massachusetts approve 
of the wav .Mr. Sargent is running the State. It 
would be unrealistic to assume anyw here near that 
proportion of Democrats will vote for Governor 
Sargent over a Democrat. 

Several factors will be militating against Francis 
Sargent when he stands for the Governorship next 
year. 

One is that a Governor’s popularity and political 
stock almost always drop once an election campaign 
starts. 


embarrassed as a result of performing a kindness for 
a fellow townsman in Dover. 

Mike Holovak, as every sports fan knows, is the 
former Boston College and Patriots football coach who 
was fired as coach and general manager of the Patriots 
after last season. 

While Holovak was still out of a job, Gover¬ 
nor Sargent last Feb. 11 appointed him to a $7700- 
a-year position on the State Racing Commission. 

That, of course, is not supposed to be a full-time 
job, but Holovak is expected to attend the meetings of 
the Racing Commission. 

Subsequently, Holovak was named offensive coach 
of the San Francisco 49ers football team. His duties 
in that capacity keep him away from Boston almost 
half the year. 

On June 4 Holovak sent a letter to Governor Sar¬ 
gent informing the Governor he had obtained tha 
coaching job with the San Francisco team but assert¬ 
ing that it would not prevent the discharge of his du¬ 
ties as a member of the Racing Commission. 

Holovak said his coaching duties would keep him 
with the San Francisco team less than six months and 
that he would fly home to attend most of the Racing 
Commission meetings held during that period. 

His critics now are complaining that Mike has 
attended only one meeting in the past 13 weeks and 
has been paid close to $2000 in that period. 


On the basis of the latest polls it would appear 
that Mr. Sargent can withstand a fairly substantial 
drop in popularity and still survive in next year’s 
election. 

The most satisfying aspect of the poll returns to 
the people around Mr. Sargent is that they reflect a 
decided rise in public approval of his performance as 
Governor over the past six months. 

“We must be doing something right.” one Sar¬ 
gent aide declared, and of course, there is some 
basis for that observation. 

Equally important, however, to the results of cur¬ 
rent polls and surveys is the fact that on the basis of 
past history and experience political observers would 
expect a Democratic tide to be running next year. 

Two Republicans will have served as Governor for 
six successive years at the end of 1970. The peoplp 
usually are ready for a change in parties at the end 
of such a period. 

That is especially true when a Republican Gov¬ 
ernor is running a basically Democratic State. 

As this observer sees it, that is the big ob¬ 
stacle confronting Governor Sargent as he prepares 
for an important election year in which the voters 
of Massachusetts will decide whether they want 
him to head their State government for another 
four years. 

He must overcome some handicaps not of his 
own making. 

If all political factors are equal, he will lose to 
his Democratic opponent in a Democratic State. 

His objective must be to create a political climate 
in which the factors are unequal and are operating in 
his favor. That’s the only way he can win election.

Health Official 

A warning against the 
purchase of pet turtles was 
issued recently by Dr. Alfred 
L. Frechette, Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Public 
Health, according to the 
Newton Helath Department. I 
Small turtles sold at retail 
outlets may be carriers of] 
salmonellla organisms which) 
can cause illness to) 
youngsters who often handle 1 
the pets. 

Illness is caused when 
hands or articles, con¬ 
taminated by salmonella, are 
brought to the mouth permit¬ 
ting the organism to enter the 
intestinal tract. Nausea, diar¬ 
rhea and intestinal cramps 
generally follow an eight to 
ten hour incubation period. 

The warning was issued by 
the Commissioner because 
salmonella - bearing turtles 
have recently caused illness 
to children in the Greater 
Boston area.

NAVY TURNING OVER HALF ITS STRIKE FORCE TO SO. VIETNAM 

THE U.S. NAVY announced Wednesday it was turn¬ 
ing over 50 per cent of its naval strike force in the Me¬ 
kong Delta to South Vietnam. American military men 
described it as a “turning point" in the Vietnamization 
Df the war. Navy spokesmen said 80 river patrol vessels 
would be transferred to the South Vietnamese Friday 
In the single largest turnover of naval equipment In the 
war. It said the move was part of the program of turn¬ 
ing over a greater share of the war to the Vietnamese. 
The move will hand primary responsibility for water 
patrols of the delta to South Vietnam. 

SOUTH VIETNAM PREMIER SAYS HOPES DIM FOR J>ARIS TALKS 

SOUTH VIETNAMESE Premier Gen. Tran Thien 
Khicm said Wednesday in Saigon he saw little hope for 
any break in the deadlocked Vietnam peace talks until 
Hanoi resolves leadership problems that have followed 
the death of President Ho Chi Minh. Khiem was re. 
sponding to a request for comment on a statement made 
Monday by Sen. Hugh Scott. R Pa , that there might be 
a breakthrough in the war in the next 60 to 90 days. 
Khiem said it was difficult to comment because it was 
difficult to know what actually is going on in Hanoi. 
However, he added: “I have followed the Paris peace 
talks closely. I think there is little hope for a change of 
policy on their side.”

Aldermen Meet Tonight: May Vote

Passage of a resolution 

urging a quick end to United 
States involvement in the 
Vietnam war and encouraging 
participation of Newton citi¬ 
zens in the October 15 Peace 
Action Day was blocked at 


Monday night's meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen when an 
alderman raised the issue 
that a quorum was not pres¬ 
ent for the vote. 

Board members remaining 


voted to adjourn until to¬ 
night (Thursday) at 8:15 
p.m. for further discussion 
of the matter. The meeting 
will be held in the alder- 
manic chambers of Newton 
City Hall, and, as all such 


meetings, Is open to the 
public. 

Alderman II. James Shea, 
Jr., who cosponsored the 
measure with Alderman Jo¬ 
seph M. McDonnell, urged 
passage of a resolution nearly 
identical to one unanimously 
approved by the Chicago City 
Council in May. 

Attendance at the entire 
meeting of the board Monday 
night was light, with only 15 
members present. 

At about midnight, when 
Shea's resolution was pre¬ 
sented, several aldermen left 
the room, some presumably 
to avoid discussion of the 
Issue. 


Only nine members re¬ 
mained, and among them the 
only member who spoke in 
opposition to the resolution 
was Alderman Louis I. Egel- 
son. who moved to refer the 
matter to committee for study. 

Alderman Sidney T. Small, 

who among others pleaded 
with Egelson not to call for a 
quorum and therefore to al¬ 
low passage of the resolu¬ 
tion, nevertheless congratu¬ 
lated him for remaining to dis¬ 
cuss the issue. “It would have 
been easier for Egelson to 
take a walk than to stand 
here and defend his position," 
Small said. 

In presenting the resolu¬ 
tion Alderman Shea de¬ 


clared that the measure Is 
in accord with the wishes 
of the citizens that their 
legislators take a position 
on the Important Issues of 
the day. 

Alderman Alan S. Barkln

HALF OF SENATE GOP LEADERSHIP OPPOSE HAYNESWORTH 

HALF THE SENATE Republican leadership, Sens. 
Robert P. Griffin and Margaret Chase Smith came out 
publicly Wednesday against Judge Clement F. Haynes- 
worth Jr.'s nomination to the Supreme Court. Griffin, 
assistant GOP floor leader who spearheaded the suc¬ 
cessful drive to torpedo Abe Fortas’ elevation to chief 
justice last year, said he could not support Haynesworth 
because of "legitimate and substantial doubt” about his 
sensitivity to the court's high ethical standards. Mrs. 
Smith, who ranks third behind Griffin as chairman of 
the Senate Republican Conference, told her colleagues 
that the nomination "will further damage the public con¬ 
fidence in the court,” and that she hbped it would be 
withdrawn. The White House said Nixon still supported 
Haynesworth and was confident of nomination. 

ARMY REVOKES MEDAL AWARDED IN 1968 TO MAI. GEN. TURNER 

THE ARMY announced Wednesday it has revoked 
the Distinguished Service Medal awarded in 1968 to 
Maj. Gen. Carl C. Turner, accused by Senate investi¬ 
gators of improprieties while serving as the Army’s 
provost marshal. At the same time, congressional 
sources said that Turner was under government investi. 
gation when he was named chief U.S. marshal by the 
Nixon administration last March, six months after Ju* 
Army retirement. Turner resigned as head marshal Sept. 
24, under fire in connection with a Senate investigation 
of alleged service club scandals. The Army said Wednes¬ 
day his Distinguished Service Medal its highest non- 
combat award -was revoked two days later because it 
was found his sen-ice “did not merit the award.” 

HOUSE UNIT KILLS PLAN TO ABOLISH POST OFFICE DEPT. 

A HOUSE COMMITTEE Wednesday killed Pros! 
dent Nixon's plan to abolish the Post Office Department 
In favor of a corporate mail sen-ice. It was a major set¬ 
back for the administration, but Nixon's plan could be 
revived on the House floor or in the Senate. On a 13-13 
vote, the 26-member Post Office Committee deadlocked 
on a motion by Rep. Morris K. Udall, D Ariz., to pro¬ 
ceed with drafting a bill along the lines proposed by 
Nixon, who wants to replace the Post Office Department 
with a government-chartered nonprofit corporation. 

4 MEN TRAPPED ON OCEAN FLOOR RESCUED BY TINY SUBMARINE 

FOUR MEN trapped on the ocean floor in the re- 
gearch submarine Deep Quest for more than 12 hours, 
were rescued Wednesday by a tiny, two-man sub. The 
mini submarine Nekton dived 432 feet to the bottom and 
severed a nylon line snarled on the experimental sub's 
propeller and the Deep Quest rose to the surface of the 
Pacific. Robert Worthington, 52. San Diego, a retired 
Navy captain and copilot of the Deep Quest, said he and 
the other three men stranded in the 40 foot long craft 
were not worried about their oxygen running out. 
•There wasn't any doubt in our minds we would get 
up.” Worthington said. The Deep Quest was on a routine 
training mission to find a 1,875-pound steel cylinder on 
the ocean floor and bring it to the surface. A nylon line 
attached to the cylinder became fouled in the sub’s pro¬ 
peller five miles offshore.

AN UNDERCOVER AGENT testified Wednesday 
that Yippie leader Jerry Rubin exhorted antiwar dem¬ 
onstrators to "kill the pigs” as police and demonstra¬ 
tors clashed in a wild melee in Chicago's Grant Park 
during Democratic National Convention Week. Robert 
Pierson, who said he served as "bodyguard" to two 
demonstiation leaders during the 1968 rioting, also told 
a federal grand jury that Black Panther leader Bobby 
Seale urged protestors to “buy .357 magnums, .45 calibre 
pistols and carbines and take to the streets.” .

LAWYERS ASK COURT TO CLOSE KOPECHNE INQUEST TO PRESS 

ATTORNEYS representing Sen. Edward M. Ken¬ 
nedy and other principals in the Mary Jo Kopechne ease 
asked the state Supreme Court Wednesday to close to 
the public and the press any inquest into the woman’s 
death. Although Kennedy's chief attorney, Edward B. 
Hanify, did not make the request himself, he noted the 
presence of newsmen would subject Kennedy to "mas¬ 
sive publicity" and violate his right “not to be publicly 
pilloried." Miss Kopechne, 28, who formerly worked for 
the late Sen. Robert F Kennedy, was killed last July 
when a car driven by Edward M. Kennedy plunged off 
a wooden bridge on Chappaquidick Island into a tidal 
pond. Kennedy’s lawyers also asked the tribunal to dis- 
qualify Edgartown District Court Judge James A. Boyle 
from any further proceedings in the case because he 
established ground rules for the inquest, which they con¬ 
tend were unfair. Boyle set the ground rules at the re¬ 
quest of Dist. Atty. Edmund Dinis who has the power 
under Massachusetts law to order the inquest. Asst. 
Atty. Gen. Joseph J. Hurley, representing Boyle, said 
an inquest was "purely investigative and fact finding” 
in arguing against a change in Boyle's rules. He also 
defended Boyle's decision to allow press coverage to al¬ 
low an accurate representation of the pioceedings. He 
said the ground rules represented "no manifest in¬ 
justice" to Kennedy but offered the public a reasonable 
means of information. Court sources said an opinion 
could be forthcoming “in days.”

Jackson's proposed ordinan¬ 
ce would require the burning 
of leaves and rubbish to be 
done in an approved in¬ 
cinerator. on private pro¬ 
perty, and without a permit 
from the Fire Department. 

"Supposing it were feasible 
to persuade al lto purchase 
‘ a p p roved’ incinerators,’ 
Mrs. Kierstead said. 
‘‘Enforcement of this 
measure would be impossible 


She said “the present re¬ 
quirement of a permit from 
the Fire Dept, for burning 
leaves in the gutters abutting 
private property is capable of 
enforcement, and we have 
asked the Mayor to enforce it 
strictly, forthwith, as a first 
step in effecting public 
awareness and cooperation, in 
consideration of the im¬ 
pending illegality of open 
burning.” 

The letter continued, “In 
summation, we consider Aid. 
Jackson's proposal, although 
intending to restrict the 
amount of burning done and 
reduce the amount o f 
emission per material burned, 
an irrelevant measure for the 
reasons given.” 

Mrs. Kierstead asked Karlin 
to convey the information to 
the entire Board of Aldermen, 
particularly to the committees 
that may be studying Aid.

of guidance systems for the 
Apollo moonships.

Ralph R. Ragan of Lincoln, 
deputy director of the 
Laboratory in charge of 
NAS A-sponsored research 
programs; David G. Hoag of 
Medway, associate director of 
the Laboratory and director of;government serve 
the Laboratory’s Apollo 
guidance development work. 

The guidance systems used 
in both the Apollo command 
module and lunar module 
were conceived, designed, 
developed and programmed at 
the Instrumentation 
Laboratory over a period of 
more than nine years. 

The MIT systems guided 
Apollo 11 astronauts first into 
orbit around the moon, then to 
the moon surface and brought 
them home safely during last 
July's successful lunar lan¬ 
ding.

On Leaf Burning 

(Tile following is a copy of a 
letter to Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas, with copies to Fire 
Chief E. Perkins and Police 
Chief W. Quinn.), 

Dear Mayor Basbas: 

Thank you for forwarding a 
copy of your memorandum, 
dated July 9, 1969, directing 
the Firechief to write down 
his rules and regulations for 
the proper burning of com¬ 
bustible material on private 
property, and the burning of 
leaves in tine streets, under 
section 5-7 of the revised 
ordinances of New ton. 

We earnestly request that 
this information, after 
scrutiny by the legal depart¬ 
ment, be made available, and 
published prominently in the 3 
local newspapers, with a 
simultaneous reminder of the 
requirement of section. 5-5- of 
a permit from the Fire 
Department for the burning of 
leaves in the streets. Further, 
that the greatest usefulness of 
this information be ensured 
by the inclusion of the reasons 
therefor: to whit, that when 
emergency weather conditions 
impend, either ihrough fire 
hazards or because of an 

emergency episode" (when 
atmospheric conditions cause 
levels of air pollution to rise 
dangerously and to persist), 
the State alerts local Fire 
Departments, which cease to 
issue permits, and ban all 
open burning for the public 
safety. 

Newton Citizens for Clean 
Air would be happy to assist 
in the preparation of th.s im¬ 
portant publicity and to pro¬ 
vide for its wider dissemina¬ 
tion. 

Further, we respectfully 
suggest that strict en¬ 
forcement of Section 5-5- be 
initiated forthwith, by means 
of requiring the police to ask 
to see permits for fires at all 
times — not just during 
“bans.” We ask tnis on the 
grounds that widespread 
flaunting of Sec. 5 5 has result¬ 
ed in the powerlcssness of our 
police and fire departments to 
abate excessive smoke from 
illegal fires too numerous far 
supervision, during past bans. 
The emphasis is on preventing 
excessive levels of smoke 
from accumulating before 
fires can be put out. This ac¬ 
tion offers itself as the most 
direct method of reaching the 
persistent offender. 

These requests are made in 
the following context: the 
amount of particulate 
emissions from open fires will 
be in gross excess of the legal 
allowable limits in the at¬ 
mosphere, soon to be set by 
the State Department of 
Public Health, for particulates 
and sulfur oxides, under 
Federeral Law. Open leaf 
fires and backyard rubbish 
burning will be “ipso facto” il¬ 
legal, and planning for this] 
eventuality is needed. We sug-i 
gest strict enforcement of 
section 5-5 and 5-7 as a logical 
first step in this direction.

German Sells 
Titles And 
Consular Jobs 

MNUICH, Germany 
(UPI) — Tired of being 
plain “Mister?” Would you 
like to have a title — say, 
Duke, or Count? Or, 
perhaps more modestly, 
would you settle for a “Doc¬ 
tor” before your name? 

Hans Hermann Weyer is 
the man who claims he can 
fix you up — for a price, of 
course. 

Weyer, tall, dark-blonde 
29-year-old, says he was the 
middle man in selling the 
16th century certificate of a 
German family’s baronetcy 
to an American buyer for 
$288,000. 

Does that make the 
American a baronet? “It’s 
up to him if he wants to 
claim he’s a baronet,” 
Weyer told an interviewer. 
“Perhaps he bought the 
certificate just for personal 
satisfaction.” 

But Weyer’s most 
lucrative business flows 
from the inferiority com¬ 
plexes many Germans have 
over their lack of a doc¬ 
torate. 

The complexes are real 
enough in a land where even 
the wife of a doctor of 
business administration is 
called “Frau Doktor.” 

“Of course I won’t turn 
any old grocer into a doctor 
— he must be at least a 
wholesale grocer,” Weyer 
said with a wink. “But for 
50,000 marks < $12,000 > I can 
get him a doctor honoris 
causa (honorary doctorate) 
from renowned universities 
in East and West.”

O. G. Lanjisverk of 
Glendale, Calif., an author 
on Viking exploration in 
North America, said there 
are 10 known runestones in 
the United States. 

He said runes discovered 
in New England are dated 
fiom 1115 to 1117 a.d. Each 
rune contains the name of 
Henricus, the first bishop of 
Greenland. 

These dates fit perfectly 
with the date in the Latin 
legends of the Vinland 
map," Landsverk said. The 
Latin legend also contains 
tht name Henricus. 

Mrs. Farley explains 
some of the more 
intellectual writers of runic 
inscriptions customarily hid 
the real message in a puzzle 
or code so the ordinary rune 
reader would not be able to 
decipher it. 

The purpose was to insert 
an exact date as many 
times and in as many ways 
as the skill of the composer 
would permit.

SEN. GEORGE McGOVERN, principal speaker at a 
mid-afternoon Boston Common rally, urged the Nixon 
administration Wednesday to "accelerate the agonizing¬ 
ly slow pace of withdrawal" from Vietnam because pull¬ 
ing out of the war won’t be any easier in the days ahead. 
The South Dakota Democrat spoke earlier at a Moratori. 
urn Day gathering in Washington and was scheduled to 
address a nighttime gathering at the University of Maine 
In Orono. Meanwhile, hundreds of observances of Viet¬ 
nam Moratorium Day were held in New England from 
Maine to Connecticut on village greens and in urban 
parks and on campus and in churches. Some dissent to 
the Moratorium also developed. Three Democratic US. 
Senators, Edward M. Kennedy of Massachusetts, Ed¬ 
mund S. Muskie of Maine and McGovern were in New 
England for appearances. Kennedy, speaking in Boston, 
called for withdrawal of American troops from Vietnam 
within one year and support forces no later than by the 
end of 1972. McGovern said: "We seek not to break the 
President but to lift the terrible burden of war from his 
shoulders.” Candlelight vigils and readings of the names 
of the Vietnam dead were conducted in many com¬ 
munities. Elsewhere there were panel discussions, speech¬ 
es, church services, motorcades, marches and gatherings. 
In Pittsfield, a fire destroyed Selective Service records 
In a draft board room and officials said the blaze ap¬ 
peared to have been deliberately set in connection with 
the Moratorium observance. Shortly after the fire, anti- 
Vietnam demonstrators milled around a bus carrying 
youths to a pre-induction physical and delayed its de¬ 
parture.

GEN. ABRAMS IN VIETNAM: ‘WE HAVE A JOB TO DO HERE’ 

THE U.S. COMMANDER in Vietnam, Gen. Creigh¬ 
ton W. Abrams, said Wednesday antiwar demonstrations 
ln the United States could have no effect on the war ef¬ 
fort. A handful of U S. troops on patrol wore black arm- 
bands as a sign of support for Moratorium Day. "We 
have a job to do here,” Abrams tolds reporters when 
asked for comment on the protests. “All of us here have 
got enough work to do, enough problems to handle. I'll 
stick with that.” Asked if he thought American troops 
would go along with the protests, Abrams said: “No, I 
don’t think so.” Field reports seemed to bear him out. 
In the war. a Viet cong mine sank a freighter at anchor 
in the port of Nha Trang Wednesday, killing five men. 
Communiques reported “numerous small ground engage¬ 
ments.” 

HANOI TELLS U.S. WIVES TO GO HOME AND DEMONSTRATE 

HANOI DIPLOMATS told two U.S. Navy wives from 
Virginia and a Pennsylvania mother Wednesday that the 
only way they could retain a release of their relatives 
imprisoned in North Vietnam was to go home and 
demonstrate against their government. The women ask¬ 
ed the Hanoi delegates to the Paris peace talks for the 
release of all sick and injured prisoners, including their 
relatives. AH three said after the one hour and 15 minute 
meeting they could not comply with the North Vietna¬ 
mese condition, but they hoped Hanoi might reconsider 
its policy toward prisoners.

Words Still Have Impact 

Rumors persist of financial difficulties facing 1 
many publications. When such respected institutions! 
as the Saturday Evening Post, the three defunct New 
York City newspapers and other journals find it im¬ 
possible to make ends meet, people cannot be blamed 
for wondering if the written word is losing its impact. 

One authority gives an encouraging answer to| 
the contrary so far as newspapers are concerned. The 
dean of the school of journalism of a large university 
observes: 

“Only the newspaper, of all the news media today, 
can fully live up to the challenge of providing people 
with the news for which they are searching . . . 

“Nobody can fight City Hall (if City Hall has to 
be fought) like a crusading city editor. 

“Nobody knows where the body is buried like a| 
good reporter.

“Over a month and a half 
ago,” Fishman stated, “the 
Newton Mental Health 
Association and the Newton- 
) Weston-Wellesley Area Board 
]of the State Department of 
Mental Health requested the 
Mayor for $10,000 in emergen¬ 
cy funds to pay for needed 
services at the Newton Mental 
Health Center and the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 
“The Newton Mental 
Health Association has a 
$5000 deficit and will have to 
have at least another 85000 
by the end of 1 969 to main¬ 
tain its current com¬ 
mitments for services in the 
Newton area. 

“In addition, in order to ex¬ 
pand the services for the 
Community Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation Pro¬ 
gram for 1970, Newton has 
(been asked to contribute 
$70,000,” Fishman continued. 

“Weston and Wellesley have 
already agreed to contribute 
$1 per capita, but Newton is 
paying only 33 cents per 
capita so far. To this date the 
Mayor has not made a 
decision on the requests for 
the emergency funds and has 
suggested a delay on this :m- 
portant request until the end 
jof the year," Fishman cun- 
| eluded. 

Mayor Basbas explained 
he had delayed con¬ 
sideration of the request 
until the end of the year 
because it would not he 
possible to evaluate the re¬ 
quest properly until then 
and determine what Newton 
could contribute. 

He said F'ishman's state¬ 
ment that he had asked the 
directors to wait until a'ter 
the Nov. 4 election was en¬ 
tirely misleading.

From Newton South High

The students and faculty of 
I Newton South work together 
:n many ways. The school 
community found a very ef¬ 
fective way to celebrate 
yesterday’s Vietnam 
Moratorium. There was a lot 
of work involved in making 
sure that the day was mean 
ingful to all. 

The stand taken by the 
school was decided by a 
faculty vote. I; was: "The 
faculty supports the creation 
of programs from 10 am, 
until 12:45 on October 15 in 
which the conscience of the 
Newton South High School 
community can be expressed. 

Tne first two blocks of 
Wednesday's school day were 
held as usual. Classes were set 
up the remainder of the day 
for those w.vo wished to at¬ 
tend. From 10 a m. until the 
end of the school day at 12:45 
students had a choice of how¬ 
to honor the day. There were 
three special programs for 
the moratorium. Students and 
teachers were UTged to attend 
any or all of them. 

James Thompson and 
Howard Zinn came to discuss 
Vietnam and war policy. They 
are both well-known pro¬ 
fessors at Harvard and 
Boston Umveristv respec¬ 
tively. Their lectures proved 
to be very interesting and in¬ 
formative. 

The second program for 
Peace day involved GIs who 
have served in Vietnam. They 
spoke on the meaning of the 
war to American soldiers. 
Also a movie, "The Locust”, 


was shown. 

Finally, there were 
seminars. The discussions 
evolved around the subject of 
wv.at a concerned high school 
student can do to sir his 
views 

It had been decided in 
Massachusetts that t h e 
Moratorium was not an ac¬ 
ceptable reason for closing 
the public schools. Newton 
South made the day 
worthwhile within the confines 
of the scuool. Principal 
William D Geer Jr. noted that 
for perhaps the first time tne 
school was free to respond to 
the students. The day’s pro¬ 
gram was student run. Ac¬ 
tivities were permitted which 
were not initiated by the ad¬ 
ministration. 

Mr. Geer further explained 
that a public school must re¬ 
main bi-partisan. T.ie honor¬ 
ing of the moratorium could 
not infringe on the rights the 
school day or anyone opposing 
the moratorium. Petitions 
opposing the war in Vietnam 
and urging immediate 
withdrawal were circulated. 
However, they do not 
represent the stand taken by 
the school. 

The Student Activities 
Council planned most of the 
sciool programs. David Crane 
led the students in initiating 
the day's plans. 

Club Activities 

A science fiction club has 
been started at Newton South. 
Gayle Kaplan, the president of 
the club, explained there will] 
be a club library consisting ofj 
books and magazines 
'donated or lent to the club. 


They also plan to buy some 
books. The major club activity 
will be the publication of a 
magazine on science fiction. 
The group will become a par¬ 
ty of the New England Science 
Fiction Association.

PROTESTS AGAINST LEBANON ERUPT IN ARAB WORLD 

ANGRY DEMONSTRATIONS against Lebanon 
erupted throughout the Arab world Wednesday in pro¬ 
test against the Lebanese guerrillas. Protests in Beirut 
topped Premier-designate Rashid Karami, and there 
were veiled threats of Arab military action against 
Lebanon, fraq said it was placing its army "wherever 
It is stationed" at the disposal of the guerrillas and a 
Libyan newspaper said, "There is no longer any differ¬ 
ence between Lebanon and Israel." Arab nations in a 
new outburst of anti American feeling said Washington 
had instigated the Lebanese army crackdown to help 
Israel. 

LAOTIAN LEADER CALLS FOR MEETING TO END WAR 

LAOTIAN PREMIER Prince Souvanna Phouma 
said Wednesday he was ready for an immediate meet¬ 
ing with his estranged half brother, Prince Souphanou- 
vong, to discuss ending the war in his Southeast Asian 
kingdom. The 58 year-old Laotian leader said United 
States aid to his country was necessary to counter the 
massive Intervention of some 40,000 North Vietnamese 
troops on the side of Souphanouvong's leftist Neo La 
Haksat forces. The French-educated prince said critics 
of President Nixon's policies in Laos were spreading 
lies. He denied reports that U.S. and Thailand troops 
were fighting beside Loyal Laotian units.

SEN. scon URGES U.S. TO FIX FIRM DATE FOR CEASE-FIRE 

SENATE REPUBLICAN leader Hugh Scott urged 
the United States Wednesday to fix a firm date for a 
ceasefire in Vietnam. The administration already has 
moved "quite close to it,” he said. "The sooner the bet¬ 
ter," Scott said, adding it was time for "an announced 
Intention on a certain date of a cease fire." . . . "If we 
proclaim a cease fire, invite the enemy to join, and ob¬ 
serve it ourselves, we have taken the first step." Scott 
said. "It might be a small step for us but a giant step 
for lasting peace.” Scott noted that the present Ameri¬ 
can policy of "protective reaction" was quite close to an 
actual cease-fire and his assessment was backed by 
Senate Democratic leader Mike Mansfield in a speech. 

PENTAGON OPPOSED TO U.S. CEASE-FIRE IN VIETNAM 

DEFENSE SECRET AIV Melvin R. Laird said 
Wednesday the Pentagon is opposed to any U.S, cease¬ 
fire in Vietnam without assurances from the commu¬ 
nists that they will stop shooting too. Laird said he did 
not believe a unilateral cease fire by U.S. troops could 
be successful. Laird made his comments at a luncheon 
meeting of the Overseas Writers Club where his remarks 
could not be attributed directly to him. But after Metro¬ 
media Radio News, which did not attend the luncheon, 
identified Laird as the soi| ce of news stories, the Penta¬ 
gon said he could be quoted. At the White House, presi¬ 
dential Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler said Laird was 
speaking "for the Pentagon as a member of the admini¬ 
stration" when he talked of the cease fire. 

WEAKENING LAURIE TAKES AIM AT SOUTHERN TIP OF FLORIDA 

A SHIP CAUGHT in the eye of Hurricane Laurie 
radioed data to the National Hurricane Center Wednes¬ 
day as the weakening storm took aim at the southern 
tip of Florida with 80 mile-an hour winds. A hurricane 
watch was extended from Cedar Key southward to in¬ 
clude the Florida Keys. Gale warnings were up front 
Ft. Myers southward through Florida Bay and the keys 
west of Key Largo. The hurricane center said a 10,000 
ton freighter, the Guadeloupe, was inside the eye of the 
hurricane and helped pinpoint Laurie's position and 
strength. The ship was in no danger. The storm was 
centered Wednesday night about 265 miles west north¬ 
west of Key West and 360 miles west of Miami. It was 
moving east at 8 to 10 miles an hour. 

KILLER ‘ZODIAK’ TALKS BY PHONE WITH LAWYER ON TV SHOW 

A MAN who said he was the "Zodiak” killer of five 
persons talked by telephone Wednesday in San Fran¬ 
cisco with attorney Melvin Belli on a television show. 
Belli agreed to a rendezvous with the caller, but the 
man, who identified himself only as "Sam" did not show 
up. Police said Belli waited 45 minutes at the appointed 
place in Daly City, just south of San Francisco. Police 
from Daly City and San Francisco also were there, 
along with newsmen and television crews. "I want help,” 
the caller had said while television viewers listened. "I'm 
sick, I have headaches ... I don't wart to go to the gas 
chamber.” Police said they did not believe the caller was 
a prankster, but did not know if he was the man who 
has boasted of the killings in a series of chilling letters 
signed "the Zodiak."

The “nitty gritty” of politics 
and the issue of non- 
partisanship in municipal 
elections were debated on the 
floor of the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night, 
generating heated emotions 
on both sides of the sup¬ 
posedly invisible fence. 

T..ough it failed passage 
with a 9 to 6 vote, a resolu¬ 
tion submitted jointly by 
Aldermen H. James Shea, 
Jr., and Ernest F, Dietz 
discouraging citizen 
reliance on slate cards was 
thoroughly aired with barbs 
being tossed like twigs in 
the breeze. 

Shea and Dietz are 

members of opposing political 
parties. All Newton can¬ 
didates for local office, of 
course, run without party 
designation. 

No one voiced disagreement 

with the resolve which urged 
Newton citizens to “elect 
municipal officials because of 
their merit as individuals 
rather than because of their 
partisan identification.” 


It was the “whereases” 
which went along with the 
resolve that created the 
most dissension, particular¬ 
ly one which stated that 
slate cards “inherently in¬ 
volve injustices,” that drew 
the ire of some members of 
the board. 


One of the more interesting 

revelations of the evening was 
the fact that there will 
reportedly be no aldermamc 
slate card this year.

DIST. ATTY. Edmund S. Dinis said Wednesday he 
has no intention of appealing any ruling on his petition 
for an order allowing the exhumation of Mary Jo Ko- 
pechne from her grave at Larksville, Pa. Dinis was 
questioned at New Bedford Municipal Airport where he 
arrived via chartered plane from Wilkes- Barre, Pa., fol¬ 
lowing the end of a two day hearing on his petition. "I 
have no intention at this time of making any appeals 
whatsoever,” Dinis said. “We have presented our case 
thoroughly and fully and I think this is as far as we re 
going to go." He said he had no idea when Judge Bern¬ 
ard C. Brominski would hand down his ruling on the pe¬ 
tition. The proposed exhumation for purposes of an au¬ 
topsy was bitterly opposed by the parents of the 28- 
year old secretary, who died July 18 in an auto accident 
Off Chappaquiddick Island involving Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy. Dinis said he would proceed with an inquest 
Into the circumstances surrounding the girl's death re¬ 
gardless of whether the exhumation and autopsy take 
place.

The idea implied by some of the peace advocates 
that a l’resident, whether it be Lyndon Johnson or 
Richard Nixon, for some strange reason wants to 
keep a war going is, of course, preposterous. It is 
doubtful that there is any individual in the United 
States more anxious to end the war in Vietnam 
than President Nixon.

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What he should have said and what he may have 
meant to say was that he was doing the best he could, 
— was trying as hard as he could but that he could not be 
influenced by the statements of people who didn’t know 
all the facts. 

Whether the Moratorium Day activities injured 
the peace talks in Paris is a difficult question to an¬ 
swer. They certainly didn’t help them. However, there 
has not been the slightest indication that the Paris 
talks were making any headway whatever. 

The likely damage done was to convince the North 
Vietnamese that American public opinion probably 
would force the withdrawal of all American troops 
from Vietnam if they simply hold out and refuse to ne¬ 
gotiate a peace treaty. 


At issue between those who staged the Moratori¬ 
um Day programs and those who criticized them is 
the question whether we should negotiate an 


honorable peace or get out of Vietnam at any price 
and accept what would be tantamount to our first 
defeat in a war. 

That question flares strongly and goes deeply. A 
great many sincerely motivated people feel so strongly 
against the war in Vietnam that they want our troops 
withdrawn at any cost, and they don’t care whether the 
history books of the future show that we lost our first 
war in that country. 

On the other side of the issue are people who want 
the war ended in Vietnam but feel that it should be 
done the way President Nixon is trying to do it, that 
we must achieve a peace but an honorable peace and 
that we cannot forget the tragic number of Americans 
who have died in Vietnam and whose deaths should not 
be meaningless. 

A substantial number of persons in attendance at 
the Moratorium Day exercises in Greater Boston were 
teen-aged boys who understandably do not want to 
have their liv es interrupted and disrupted by being 
drafted and sent to Vietnam. 

A good percentage of the participants were ideal¬ 
ists and people who want peace at any price, some of 
whom are dupes of the professional agitators. 

But there also were the Reds and the Kooks 
striving for various reason to foment trouble. 

Not everyone who attended the Moratorium Day 
programs had the interests of the United States at 
heart. Far from it!

Realtor Appeals 
MCAD Rulin'! 

Attorneys for Dino DiCarlo, 
president and treasurer of thei 
DiCarlo Realty Inc., of 
Newton, last week filed an ap¬ 
peal from a ruling of the 
Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination 
(MCAD) which ordered him 
to rent an apartment to a 
black Newton school teacher 
and her family. 

The appeal was filed in Mid¬ 
dlesex County Superior Court, 
and thus far no date has been 
set for a hearing. Under the 
law any decision of the MCAD 
( may be appealed within 30 
days after the ruling. 

The case involves Mr. and 
Mrs. Leon Brathwaite, now 
residents of Waltham. Mrs. 
Brathwaite, a teacher at the 
Warren Junior High School in 
Auburndale, alleged she was 
denied an apartment at 106 
Rowe street, Auburndale, 
because of her color. 

In responding to the MCAD 
charge, Mr. DiCarlo said that 
“discrimination is not in my 
line." He contended that two 
of the 14 dwelling units he 
owns are rented to black peo¬ 
ple, and that one was rented 
to a black family just .» week 
before the alleged Brathwaite 
incident. 

Also he contended that the 
Brathwaites turned down an 
offer by his company of an 
apartment across the street at 
$5 more a month in rent.

Mr. Bahem’s Lobby 

Between inflation and public demand for services, 
the cost of both local and national government is soar¬ 
ing. And government, like business, is finding that 
beyond a certain point, consumers (taxpayers) start 
to rebel. 

So far, the consumer protectors haven’t marched 
on City Halls, Town Halls, State Capitols or the Na¬ 
tion’s Capitol, but that day may be near at hand as 
taxes are imposed to offset rising government costs. 

“So far this year,” reports Business Week, “al¬ 
most half the states and many cities have enacted 
new taxes or raised existing levies. But this well is 
running dry. The long-suffering taxpayer, squeezed 
by inflation and fed up with government’s voracious 
appetite for his funds, has begun to bite back.” 

One such who has begun to bite back is Howard 
Rahem of Adelphi, Md., who last week got himself 
registered in Congress as a professional lobbyist for 
the average American taxpayer. 

Bahem, a $12,500 a year accountant, decided to 
fight back because: 

• In the past three years his slary has risen 
$2,500, but his spending power is actually less. 

• The taxes on his salary raise alone have in¬ 
creased 47.8 percent. That’s income tax. That doesn’t 
include sales taxes or hidden taxes. 

• He was tired of being told the trouble Is a 
mysterious abstraction called inflation, when it seemed 
clear to him that the real problem was undisciplined, 
uncoordinated, unchecked taxing at all levels of gov¬ 
ernment, which seemed to be turning over the take 
to practically everybody but the taxpayer himself. 

“I don’t like the word 'revolt*; don’t call it a ‘tax¬ 
payers’ revolt.’ ” he said. “I believe we can do something 
by working through due process. But we have to work 
together. It’s time the average citizen got organized.” 

Mr. Bahem is right. It is about time the average 
citizen got organized. We wish him a lot of success in 
his effort. 

However, the taxpayers now have the nation’s most 
powerful lobby going for them, although they often 
forget it. 

The lobby is the voting booth. No matter what 
the election — for local office or for President — there 
is the place for the American taxpayer to lobby. 

A Courageous Statement 

Congresswoman Edith Green (D-Oregon), in a 
courageous statement, has taken exception to the idea 
that a college education is a necessary attainment for 
every living soul. 

She states: “Too much emphasis has been placed 
on a four-year education as a prerequisite of success 
and happiness ...” 

She said college entrance requirements have been 
waived in too many cases to take in persons who are 
incapable of competing at that level. The result has 
been students who are not equal to college life at the 
four-year level. 

She attributes much of the campus unrest to the 
fact that there are people in college who should not 
be there. She said she would prefer to see extensions of 
vocational and technical education for those whose in¬ 
tellectual bent leads them in that direction. 

Her remarks make sense.

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U S. PLANES DESTROY ‘HUGE’ CAMP NEAR CAMBODIAN BORDER 

U.S. FIGHTER BOMBERS and helicopter gunships 
have destroyed a “huge’’ Communist base camp in a 
Cambodian border area used by the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong to refit their troops for new campaigns 
in South Vietnam, military spokesmen said Wednesday 
in Saigon. The spokesman said the aircraft, firing 
rockets and machine guns in a three-hour raid, killed 
at least 12 North Vietnamese soldiers while smashing 
the camp in rolling bamboo hills 65 miles northeast of 
Saigon and one mile from Cambodia. No Americans 
were reported killed. 

LEBANESE AND EGYPTIAN OFFICIALS RESOLVE CONFLICTS 

AN EGYPTIAN spokesman in Cairo said Wednes¬ 
day that Lebanon has agreed that Arab guerrillas 
shoud have freedom of action on Lebanese territory. 
He said an agreement was reached in talks between a 
Lebanese delegation and Egyptian officials seeking a 
solution to the conflict which confronted the Arab 
world with its most serious crisis since the 1967 war. 
The reports of the agreement came as Arab guerrillas 
battled Lebanese security forces along the northern 
and southern borders with Syria and bombings and 
other incidents kept nerves on edge elsewhere in 
Lebanon. 

U.N., N. KOREAN DELEGATES DISCUSS RETURN OF PRISONERS 

UNITED NATIONS and North Korean delegates 
met Wednesday in Panmunjom, Korea, to discuss the 
return of three U S. servicemen captured by the Com¬ 
munists more than two months ago. A U.N. Command 
announcement said the meeting lasted two hours and 
15 minutes, but gave no details of the discussion. It 
was the third private discussion between the two sides 
since the Americans were taken prisoner last Aug. 17. 
The three Americans are Capt. David H. Crawford of 
Pooler, Ga., WO Malcolm V. Loepke of Richmond. Ind., 
and Spec. 4 Herman E. Hofstatter of Lowpoint, Ind. 
They were captured when their light Army helicopter 
was shot down by ground fire after straying over 
North Korean territory’. The Communists said all three 
suffered injuries but survived.

PENTAGON TO SCRAP ENTIRE 86 PLANE FLEET OF BOMBERS 

THE PENTAGON announced Wednesday it will 
scrap the entire 86-plane fleet of B58s, its only super¬ 
sonic heavy bomber. The economy move will reduce 
the US. strategic bomber force to 580 B52s. Defense 
Secretary Mevin R. Laird said it was possible to Junk 
the B58 Hustlers, which have a top speed of 1,300 miles 
an hour, "because of improvements in our strategic 
deterrents resulting from the forthcoming addition of 
new FB111 bombers and improved Minuteman and 
PolarisPoseidon missiles.” Elimination of the B58s, 
built by General Dynamics and first flown in 1956, 
was part of Sec. Laird's plan to cut defense spending 
by $3 billion. 

BLACK PANTHER LEADER GAGGED. SHACKLED IN COURTROOM 

A US. DISTRICT JUDGE, wearied by violent out¬ 
bursts, screams and epithets at the trial of "The Chi¬ 
cago Eight”. Wednesday ordered Black Panther leader 
Bobby Searle gagged and shackled to a chair in the 
courtroom. Judge Julius J. Hoffman also warned 
Searle's seven co-defendants he was ready to revoke 
their bail and order them jailed if they persisted In 
defying the court. Searle was warned Tuesday and 
again Wednesday he would he silenced and restrained 
if he persisted in upbraiding prosecutors and 
the judge and struggling with the U.S. Marshals 
In his insistence to act as his own attroney. Searle 
turned Wednesday’s session into pandemonium, 
screaming "rotten racist pig” at a prosecutor and 
wrestling with U.S. marshals who tried to restrain 
him. As the afternoon session opened. Searle began 
another outburst and Judge Hoffman said almost 
wearily, "Mr. Marshal, take that man out and deal 
with him as he should he dealt with.” When Searle 
was returned to the courtroom his hands were shackled 
and a white cotton gag was knotted around his head. 
He was placed on a metal chair and his hands and legs 
were shackled to it with handcuffs and leg irons. 

SEN. FULBRIGHT: U.S. FIGHTING IN LAOS WITHOUT AUTHORITY 

SEN. J. WILLIAM FULBRIGHT, D.-Ark., charged 
Wednesday the United States, in possible violation of 
the Constitution, was fighting a war in Laos without 
congressional authority. Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers confronted with rising concern about U.S. 
Involvement in Laos as he met in closed session with 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, of which 
Fulbright is chairman. Fulbright said the United States 
was spending at least $150 million a year for direct 
support of the Laotian government's struggle against 
Communist Pathet Lao insurgents. 

YOUNGSTOWN STEELHAULERS BOW TO TEAMSTER UNION 

FEARFUL of further violence, independent steel- 
haulers bowed to the powerful Teamster Union Wed¬ 
nesday and withheld pickets from the Republic Steel 
Corp. plant in Youngstown, Ohio. But the independents 
refused to end their strike against Stoney Trucking 
Co. and steel shipments from the Republic plant were 
halted. The violent intra-union feud sparked a gun- 
battle at the plant Tuesday in which one Teamster 
member was shot to death and five other truckers 
were wounded. Three drivers were injured. 

SENATE UNIT CUTS TAXES SUBSTANTIALLY FOR MILLIONS 

THE SENATE Finance Committee approved sul> 
stantial tax cuts Wednesday for six million singl* 
taxpayers and for two million single, widowed or di¬ 
vorced people who support dependents. Still to be con¬ 
sidered by the committee were other reductions which 
would affect every American taxpayer and total in the 
neighborhoood of $9 billion a year.

JUSTICE QUIRICO NOMINATED TO STATE SUPREME COURT 

SUPERIOR COURT Justice F’rancis J. Quirico of 
Pittsfield was nominated Wednesday by Gov. Sargent 
as an associate justice of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court. If approved by the Executive Council, Quirico 
will succeed Justice Arthur E. Whittemore, who died 
Oct. 1. Quirico is beieved to be the first Italo American 
named to the high bench. In announcing the appoint¬ 
ment, the Republican governor called Quirico. a Dem¬ 
ocrat, “A man of experience and wisdom second to 
none in this commonwealth." Quirico, 58, is a bachelor. 
He was appointed to the Superior Court bench in 1956 
by another Republican governor, Christian A. Herter.

We, the people of Ward 4, must 
without delay organize and give careful 
study to all possibilities by using the 
best talents in our own community for 
our own general welfare compatible 
with that of the City as a whole. We 
cannot afford to wait until a developer 
drops a bombshell in our midst. 

WHY ARE CARS BEING TAGGED 
ON SATURDAY WHILE HALF THE 
PARKING SPACES ARE EMPTY? 

2. In the villages which do not have 
an MBTA stop, it is grossly unfair to 
tag cars on Saturdays whose owners 
are coming into the village with the 
express purpose of patronizing our re¬ 
tailers. Let's give these people a chance 
to spend their money locally. "For 
Rent" signs in store windows do not 
build an economy. 

WHY SHOULD WE PAY TO 
BORROW OUR OWN MONEY? 

3. When we homeowners make our 
monthly payment to our bank, we are 
forced to include an additional payment 
of one-twelfth of our annual real estate 


taxes. After we have made the pay¬ 
ment. we feel that we have fulfilled our 
obligation to our City. This is not so. 
While our money rests in the bank, our 
City is borrowing money and paying 
interest on it to meet current expenses 
and it Is not until October that our 
funds are turned over. Halliday will fos¬ 
ter a resolution in our Board of Alder¬ 
men to encourage legislation in the Gen¬ 
eral Court whereby each bank sets up an 
account with our tax payments in the 
name of our City against which the City 
can draw any time after the start of 
the fiscal year thereby eliminating ex¬ 
pensive borrowing in anticipation of 
taxes.

4. A. Ward 4 has approximately six 
miles of waterfront along the Charles 
River. As Newton's largest abutter on 
the once gorgeous stream, we must 
work toward cleaning it up for our¬ 
selves and those to follow.

The Board 
of Aldermen should set up study groups 
to find the ways to correct these abuses 
of Nature.

'said the city could avoid a 
court battle if it co-operates. 
He claimed the city ‘‘has 
refused to turn over the 
results of a stack sampling. ” 

Last week Sheehan said the 
AG's office would probably 
take the city to court to curb 
what the Department of 
Public Health has called a 
violation of its air pollution 
orders. 

The stack sampling was 
done privately for the city. 
The Dept, of Public Health 
wants a copy of the report so 
it can further judge the extent 
and causes of the alleged 
pollution. 

Meanwhile, officials said 
that the firm which designed 
the $2.3 million incinerator on 
Rumford ave., on the W-st 
Newton -Waltham line, also 
designed three others which 
are now operating without ap¬ 
parent difficulties. 

Spokesmen for the Mayor 
have said a study determining 
what needs to be done to the 
trouble - plagued facility will 
be completed shortly and then 
the city can decide which 
direction to take. 

Sheehan said the reason the 
state doesn’t take its own 
stack samplings is because 
the Metropolitan Air Pollution 
C ntrol District doesn’t have 
enough money to take, 
samples ot all the incinerator 
stacks.

Suez Closing 
Beneficial To 
South Africa 

By MICHAEL KEATS 

Closing of the Suez Canal 
following the six day Israeli- 
Arab war in 1967 has been a 
boon to South Africa’s 
harbors. 

Since 1967 ships have 
sailed around the Cape of 
Good Hope into South 
African ports at a rate that 
has reached about 1000 a 
month, with resulting far- 
reaching economic and 
strategic implications for 
this country. 

The number of ships 
rounding the Cape and call¬ 
ing at one of the Country’s 
major harbors - Durban, 
Cape Town, Port Elizabeth 
and East London has nearly 
doubled since June, 1967. 

And while some ship¬ 
owners may still be looking 
toward the Suez Canal and 
wondering about the 
possibility of it repopening, 
shipping authorities in South 
Africa are confident the 
Suez Canal will never again 
become one of the world's 
major waterways. 

Many shipping people 
agree that Suez has seen its 
best days. For as ships 
grow in size, they say, the 
canal will become too small. 
It also is a fact that 
although the canal has been 
closed for more than two 
years, there has been 
remarkably little disruption 
of world trade. 

Closed Canal No Trouble 

Figures for immediately 
before and after the closing 
of the Suez Canal show a 
phenomenal jump in the 
number of ships rounding 
the Cape and the amount of 
tonnage handled. In the 
year June, 1966, to June, 

1967, 7370 ships rounded the 
Cape and the gross tonnage 
handled at Cape Town 
harbor was 46,487,000. Then 
from June 1967, to June, 

1968, the number of ships 
rose to 12,268 and cargo 
handled at Cape Town 
harbor was 95,337,000 tons. 

The latest figures 
available for the year 1968- 
69 indicate there will be no 
slack In the activity that has 
gripped South African ports 
- especially Durben and 
Cape Town, the two biggest. 
At the end of April {his year 
13.890 ships already had us¬ 
ed the Cape sea route. 

According to one shipping 
source, the revenue to South 
Africa from ships entering 
Its harbors can b e 


calculated on an average of 
between $560 to $700 per 
ship. Since June, 1967 , 3000 
diverted ships called at 
Cape Town and 4000 at 
Durban harbor. This gives 
an estimated extra revenue 
of $4.5 million in berthing 
fees alone to which must be 
added income from food and 
provisions and other trade. 

According to a spokesman 
for Cape Town’s office of 
the port captain, several 
thousand other ships stop¬ 
ped outside harbor limits for 
stores and mail to be taken 
to them by launch and 
helicopter, thus escaping 
harbor charges. 

Decision To Cse Cape 

The decision taken in 
March 1968, by the major 
oil companies never again 
to rely heavily on the Suez 
Canal for transporting oil 
has had a major impact on 
South Africa. Since they 
were forced to use the Cape 
route, oil companies have 
found that oil can be 
transported via the Cape in 
super tankers at a saving of 
up to 20 cents a barrel. 

Shipyards already have 
orders for about 200 new 
tankers of which more than 
half are more than 200,000 
tons and the rest more than 
100.000 tons. None of these 
tankers will be able to get 
through the Suez Canal. 

Aprat from these con¬ 
siderations the closing of 
Suez also has resulted in a 
South African tourist boom. 
It is estimated that about 
170,000 tourists have passed 
through either Durban or 
Cape Town from re-routed 
liners on their way to the 
East or Australia. It is 
further estimated that they 
have spent in the vicinity of 
$1 million on sightseeing 
and shopping excursions.

For foreign students who 
go to a bullfight In Spain, 
the most popular part of the 
program is often not the 
golden-suited matador but a 
man on a beautifully trained 
horse — the “rejoneador.” 

His name comes from the 
“rejon,” or lance, that he 
places in the bull's neck as 
he guides his mount within 
inches of the horns. 

And these are not the bat¬ 
tered nags of the picadors, 
but splendid thoroughbred 
English and Arab stallions 
that have been trained for 
thousands of hours in school 
figures and facing a wild 
bull. 

Though “rejoneo” may 
not provide the thrill of 
traditional fighting on foot, 
it is often exciting and the 
tourist finds it considerable 
easier to follow.

As with traditional 
bullfighting, rejoneo has its 
tricks. Perhaps the basic 
one is that the horns of the 
bull nowadays are clipped 
and blunted — “shaved'’ — 
so that if they catch the 
horse they will do little 
damage. The purists say 
this robs the performance of 
real emotion and makes it 
just a circus number — like 
a high wire act with a net. 

And in their manner of 
placing the banderillas and 
rejones, the horsemen often 
cheat. Instead of taking the 
bull headon, making the 
horse go to the bull’s own 
dangerous territory — Hie 
center of the ring — they 
ride their horse between the 
bull and the shelter of the 
fence. 

This may look risky, but 
the experts say, since the 
bull has a tendency to 
swerve away from the 
fence, it Is really not. And 
instead of coming together 
with the bull and planting 
the lance early, the “play 
safe” rejoneadores wait 
until the bull is past and 
then slip it in. 

The two best rejoneadores 
are acknowledged to be 
Spain's Alvaro Demecq, Jr., 
son of a rejoneador and part 
heir to the Domecq liquor 
fortune, and Jose Manuel 
Lupi, a Portuguese 
aristocrat and gentleman 
farmer. Except for 
fighting shaved bulls, these 
two practice the ancient art 
with control, depth and 
honesty.

Funds Shea, McDonnell Aim 


Newton State Represen¬ 
tative H. James Shea, Jr. and 
Alderman Joseph M. McDon¬ 
nell yesterday announced that 
they will introduce a resolu¬ 
tion at Monday's Aldermanic 
meeting which will urge the 
Mayor to request an emergen¬ 
cy $ 10,000 appropriation for 
the Newton Mental Health 
Center. 

Such an emergency request 
has already been made to 
Mayor Monte G. Basbas. 
Basbas has responded by 
raying that he will do what he 
can to help in next year's 
budget. The Shea - McDonnell 
resolution urges immediate 
assistance. 

The resolution reads: 

“WHEREAS, in 1966 the 
State Legislature passed the 
Comprehensive Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation Act 
with the goal in mind of pro¬ 
viding a full range of com¬ 
munity services for the men¬ 
tally ill and mentally retard¬ 
ed; and 

WHEREAS, the financing of 
this community - oriented pro¬ 
gram is to be shared by state 
and municipal funds, as well 
ps by federal and private 
agencies; and 

WHEREAS, the Newton 
community is justifiably 
proud of the program con¬ 
ducted by the Newton Mental 
Health Center; and 

WHEREAS, our Newton 
State Representatives fought 
valiantly and successfully to 
restore in the state budget 
this year $93,000 to provide 
community psychiatric posi¬ 
tions for Region V, including 
the Newton Mental Health 
Center and the Newton - 
Wellesley - Weston area of 
Region V; and 

WHEREAS, Wellesley and 


Weston have made provision 
for their share: Wellesley 
having appropriated $30,000 
and Weston $10,000: and 
WHEREAS, Newton is 
paying $31,500; and 
WHEREAS, on a per capita 
basis Newton should be 1 
paying $ 100,000 per year; and 
WHEREAS, the Newton 
Mental Health Center 
presently has an operating 
deficit of $ 10 , 000 , which will
